a storm of fire, high explosive and 
slii iipnel, and his machine-guns dinned 
flercely. A counter-attack began to 
form toward St.-Etienne. 
Sweating 
gunners struggled Into position with 
the- two machine-guns that were left 
In the battalion, and these with their 
crews, were knocked ont by sheli-flre 
before either had been In action long 
enough to fire a clip.
